OUR | ELECTORAL SYSTEM. | 

The proposition which Senator Morton, of 
Indiana, recently made in the Senate, in connec- 
tion with an elaborate review of the subject, was 
that the reformation of our Electoral system 
should be referred to a Committee authorized to 
sit during the vacation, and instructed to report 
at the next session such measures as may be 
deemed needed. The exigencies and dangers 
which beset our present system became espe- 
cially notable in the late election, though the 
country was fortunate enough to escape the se- 
rious consequences which might have ensued 
with a slight change in the circumstances of the 
election. Among the possible dangers of re- 
taining the Electoral College, the following are 
obvious : 

I. If Mr. Greeley had 1 e of 
the popular vote, and had died before the Eleo- 
toral College met, it is entirely probable that the 
Electors who would have voted for him had he 
lived would have been so divided in their choice 
that the Grant Electors might have secured a 

jority in the College. In this case, the po- 

tical sentiment of the majority of the people 

would have been défeated ; and it is not difficult 
to conceive the effect upon the popular mind. 

II. So long as the system of electing the Pres- 
ident through an Electoral College prevails, 
there is danger of bribery, fraud, and a be- 
trayal of the trust. There is no doubt that the 
original idea of the system was, that the choice 
of President should be committed fully and 
finally to the Electoral College. Under the pre- 
vailing practice, however, the Electors sim- 


ply represent certain political parties, he 


choice of each party for President being clearly 
indicated in advance. The Electoral College is | 
simply a voting machine, with the difference 
that it lies in the power of the men comprising 
it to betray the trust that is confided to them. 
III. In the State of Louisiana there were 
two Electoral Colleges, each claiming the right

may rest with one man, under certain circum- 
stances. Under arule of Congress, adopted in 
1865, the vote of a State is subject to rejection 
at any time by a combination of politicians. 
When an objection is made to the counting of a 
State vote, it is provided that the Senate shall 
retire, both bodies shall deliberate separately, 
and, unless the two Houses shall concur, the 
vote shall not be counted. afl 

It will not be denied that these _dangera are 
formidable; and, as the Electoral College is no 
longer a principal, but only a cumbersome, agent 
in the choice of President, some satisfactory 
means for dispensing with it would be accepta- 
ble. It does not follow, however, that the prac- 
tice of voting for President by States shall be 
abandoned because the Electoral College ought 
to be dropped. Mr. Morton favors the method of 
electing the Prestdent by the majority of the 
popular vote, but feels that such a proposition 
would not be sustained by the couniry. He, 
therefore, revives the proposition that the peo- 
ple shall vote by districts in Presidential elec- 
tions. His plan is that each State shall have 
Presidential Districts to correspond with the 
Congressional Distriets, and that the vote of the 
majority of these districts’ throughout the 
Union shall elect the President. ‘The people 


would hesitate before agreeing to so radical 3 


change. To drop the Electoral Colleges, but 
to retain the system of voting by States, would 
not affect the original intention of those who 
formed the Government. But to elect the Pres- 
ident either by a majority of the vote, 
or by a majority of districts into which the 
whole country would be subdivided, would be 
utterly ignoring State lines and State positions 
as integral parts of the Union. 

It seems, however, that the plan of voting by 
districts may bo adapted to the purpose of abol- 
ishing the Electoral College without falling into 
the fundamental error of Mr. Morton's plan. 
Let each State have a number of Presidential 
votes equal to, and corresponding with, the Con- 
gressional Districts, and let each district within 
a State count its popular vote for President,— 
the majority of the districts to determine the 
vote of the State. Each State may then certify 
its own votes, equal to the number of districts, 
directly to Congress. In this matter, each State 
is the judge of any contest that may 
arise as to the majority, which it may 
refor and settle, as it deems be st, it being simply 
required to return ite votes to Congress by a 
certain day, under penalty of forfeiting them. 
Such a plan would render an Electoral College 
entirely useless, and would deprive the Vice 
President and Congress of their present facili- 
ties for determining the Presidential vote under 
certain circumstances. Congress would have 
nothing to do but count the votes returned to 
it. Such a system, too, might open the way 
eventually for an application of the Minority 
Representation plan of voting within the 
States to the Presidential elections, if its 
merits should prove sufficient to warrant its 
adoption. But, at all events, it seems to do 
away with the abuses that are possible under 
the present system, without mutilating the in- 
tegrity of the State Governments in their rela- 
tions to the Federal Union. The plan which 
shall best accomplish this purpose must be the 
object that the Congressional Committee should 
keep most prominently in vie w. *

SELFISH LEGISLATION. 

It often takes the experience of years to 
develop the influence of special legislation upon 
the interests of the public. The beneficial 
effects, for instanco, of some great public im-

down the Illinois only when the river was high, 
while, with less expense, by a series of locks and 
and dams up so faras Lake Joliet, perhaps to 
Lockport, and thence to the Chicago River by a 
broad, shallow canal, steamers from the Missis- 
sippi, with more freight than a dozen canal- 
boats could carry, could have come directly to 
the docks of Chicago. The early history of the 
canal shows that its friends fully appreciated the 
great advantages of slackwater navigation over 
that by a narrow ditch. There was much discussion 
and an active and bitter canvass between the two 
parties. The friends of the slack-water project 
sent to New York and procured the services of 
the most eminent civil engineer of his time, Mr. 
Wright, who made a survey between Chicago 
and Peru, and demonstrated beyond a question 
that a system of locks and damb, and a broad, 
shallow canal admitting the passage of steamers 
from the lakes to the Mississippi was not only 
far the cheapest, but that it would be worth 
vastly more to the commerce of the Mississippi 
Valley than the narrow ditch. By it, 2 
steamer might have come from the 
mouth of the Yellowstone, or from St. 
Paul direct, to Chicago. In fact, no man 
can now adequately estimate the advan tage 
such a canal would have been to Chicago and the 
entire Northwest. The friends of the rival pro- 
jects were before the Legislature with their re- 
ports, and their facts and figures ; there had been 
the usual amount of buncombe speeches ; but, so 
manifestly did the broad gauge improvement 
have the advantage, that the bill passed one day, 
just before dinner, bya majority, if we rightly 
remember, of four votes. But, to the surprise 
of every one, as soon as the Legislature assembled 
in the afternoon, a reconsideration was moved, 
and tho counter project was ado; ted by a majority 
of one or two votes. 

Of course, the question is pertinent, 
by what baleful influence a change so injurious 
to our city, and to the commerce of the country, 
could have been effected ? A few scheming self- 
ich politicians owned the land at LaSalle, where 
"it was proposed to terminate the “ narrow ditch” 
and to build a great city. It was believed and 
charged that certain lots snd blocks on the town 


plat of LaSalle changed hands between the

The gauge of the railways in the Northern 
and Southern States is so different,—a part, no 
doubt, of the schemes. of the Southern politi- 
cians before the war to establish a Southern 
Confederacy. The gauge of the Grand Trunk 
and other Canadian railways is 5 feet 6 inches, 
while that of the roads on this side of the line 
is 4 feet 84¢ inches. This isasource of much an- 
noyance, and expense as well, to the commerce 
between the Dominion and the Siates. This 
difference in gauge had its origin in unmitigated 
selfishness, When the Grand Trunk was pro- 
jected, the people of Portland, Me., proposed 
to build a connecting line to the bonndary be- 
tween Canada and the United States, and lease 
it to. Grand Trunk at 6 per 
cent on the cost, provided that the 
Directors would adopt à gauge of 534 feet, 
and the “broad tread” was carried. The real 
object of Portland in making the broad gauge 
an essential requisite, was to effectually debar 
Boston from any share in the Canadian trade. 
They thought that the cost of transhipment 
would forever give them a monopoly of that 
business. Butan extra rail has long since, if 
we mistake not, given the cars of the Grand 


demonsirated that it costs much more to run a 
wide than a narrow gauge road, and we heard 
the members of the Canadian Parliament, two 
years ago, discuss for a whole evening the ques- 
tion whether they would save enough in the run- 
ning of the road to pay the interest on the cost 
of changing its gauge. These examples are 
given to show how immensely a whole people 
may be taxed and inconvenienced for a genera- 
tion, in order to benefit à few selfish schemers.
